Decision to Use Old Site Reversed 
by Mayor’s Suggestion. 


NEW LOCATION IS SOUGHT. 


Property Near the Bridewell to Be 
Put Under Condemnatien.

Plans for the proposed new contagious 
disease hospital were shifted suddenly yes- 
terday. The decision. to use the site of the 
present institution was reversed and wheels 
were put in motion to obtain possession of a 
site favored by Health Commissioner Young. 

Upon the recommendation of Mayor Har- 
rison the city counkil-committee on finance 
passed an order directing the law Niepart- 


‘ment to. bégin condemnation proceedings 


against the tract of twenty-eight acres ad- 
joining the house of correction and known as 
the Maxwell property. The committee prev- 
iously had rejected a proposition to purchase 


this ground for $200,000.on the theory the 


priesi was excessive and orders had been 
fesuéd to go ahead with plans to build on the 
Lawndale property occupied by the present 
decrepit hospital. 


Can Obtain Property at Once. 

„It will be possible for the eity, said an 
attorney, to candemn the Maxwell prop- 
erty and obtain possession at once without 
Waiting for final disposition as to the com- 
pensation to be paid theowners. It can start 
building even if the case lags, and can pay 
for the property when the judgment is en- 
tered.” 

„ guggested to Ald, Richert.“ said the 
mayor, that if there was any doubt in the 
minds of the committee as to its previous 
decision concérning the bridewell site, it 
should reconsider. I also suggested that if 
the price asked for the property was ex- 
cessive and the committee still believed it 
the most desirable site, condemnation pro- 
ceedings could be brought."

Even the Yerkes plans appear to Mr. Sikes 
in a better light than the present plans for 
merger and amortization. He favors a unifi- 
cation of the transportation lines under one 
management along lines which properly wilt | 
safeguard the interests of the public. 


Criticises Merger Plea. 

“But it is as vicious, he said, tor the 
traction managers of the present day to seek 
to make use of the need for an operating 
wnification to perfect a strangle hold upon 
the community as it was for Yerkes to plead 
the need for better etreet car service as a 
justification for his outrageous franchise 
echemes. It fact, it is worse, because the 
traction managers of today and the public 
officials assisting them are sinning against a 
greater light. They are supposed to de living 
‘im a day of enlightenment.” 

After summarizing the plan of merger, Mr. 
Silkes said; 

“The plan is to have the city grant the 
unified traction corporation a new franchise, 
absolutely unlimited in duration, with the 
qualification that the city may terminate 
the grant at any time by city purchase.“ 

The speaker pointed out that in his opinion 
the new transportation corporation. would 
have a capitalization of $300,000,000, and that 
unless the city’s borrowing power isincreased 
the municipality could prevents never pur- 
chase. , * 

Calls Scheme Delusive. 

„The only way out that is suggested is a 
delusive and absurd amortization scheme, 
remarked Mr. Sikes. He commended the 
1907 orcinances, saying the rehabilitation had 
been well done, although the city had fallen 
down in requiring service. 

Those ordinances were expected to fur- 
nish a settlement for a considerable period 
of the vexing traction question. Seemingly 
the traction managers had learned their les- 
son and were willing to give up speculative 
schemes, let politics alone, and devote their 
attention to the improvement of the street 
car system. 

„T. E. Mitten, president of the Chicago 
City Railway company at the time of the 
adoption of those ordinances—to my mind 
the best operating street car man who ever 
had anything to do with the Chicago street 
railways—seemed to regard with pleasure and 
ambitious pride the opportunity afforded by 
the settlement ordinances for the develop- 
ment of a first class street railway system. 


Sees Yerkes Policy Again. 

For reasons I never haye understood, and 
Which I suspect were not for the good of 
the street car service, Mr. Mitten has been 
let out. The operation of the lines is in the 
hands of men less experienced in serving 
the public. The real directing factors in 
street railway management at the present 
time are lawyers and financiers, who have 
their eyes set upon big profits from the pro- 
motion of deals rather,than on steady earn- 
ing from operation. In other words, the 
ideals of the Yerkés régime are again to the 
front; to the disparagement’ of the capable 
street car operator of the Mitten type.“ 

Mr. Sikes devoted considerable time to ar- 
guments on particular provisions of the pro- 
posed bills for enabling legislation. Some of 
his complaints have been removed since his 
speech was prepared. Regarding the ref- 
erendum, however, proposed in the city bill, 
Mr. Sikes went to some length in trying to 
show that it is a delusion and a sham.” 

He asserted those who put through the vot- 

ing machine deal worked out a plan of beat- 
ing the referendum, and that that scheme has 
been provided for in the city bill.

Mrs. Jones had come to Chicago to insist 
that her brother give her an equal share of 
the estate of her fatper, Horatio Nathan 
Greene. Her brothter had yielded to her de- 
mands, it was sald, a short time before her 
body was found. 


Letter from Capri. 

The letter from Capri, which has caused a 
renewed investigation, follows: 

Mrs. Greene-Jones was found dead in 
Chicago about two weeks ago. She is 
well known here, and had expected to re- 
turn here in about six weeks. She was in 
America for the purpose of procuring her 
share in her father's estate. He died a 
year ago, 

in this she had trouble with her broth- 
er, with whom she had long reported she 
was on bad terms, She had told and writ- 
ten many friends here that she would 
exercise scrupulous care to execute a will 
excluding this brother from any share in 
her property or estate. Letters to this 
effect exist in possession of Mrs. Marion 
M. Neville, Villa Valentino, Capri, Italy. 
and of Baron d'isola, Rome, Italy. 

Mrs. Greene-Jones | Meyer had a nurse 
or attendant here. SH# was found dead 
under circumstances tending to show 
suicide or accidental overdosing of mor- 
phine. The nurse has disappeared. No 
will of Mrs. Jones can be found here or 
in America, as her lawyer in your coun- 
try cabled today. Mr. Louis Tredway, 
W. Inn, Williamstown, Mass., 
knew Mrs. Jones, her habits, and talk. 
She was a guest of his at Idlewild, Wil- 
liamatown, Mass., in the summer of 
1912.

Main Appropriations Unlikely to 
Be Reported by Committees 
Before May 10. ead

Springfield, III., April 25.—[Special,]—The 


main supply appropriation bills will not be 


reported to the two houses of the legislature 
before May 10, and the chairmen of the 
two appropriation committees believe the 
big measures cannot be passed before June 1. 

The members are unlikely to stay here a 
‘minute after the appropriation measures are 
out of the way, and any general legislation 
which is to be enacted must come up for 
final consideration within the next fortnight. 


Final: Action Distant. 

Not a single item of the administration 
program ia anywhere near final action, ex- 
cept the initiative and referendum resolu- 
tion, which is in the house judiciary com- 
mittee. The senate has passed about, forty 
bills, all of which are in house committees, 
and it has been found impossible to secure a 
quorum in any house committee to get a rol) 
call upon any of them. 

The appropriations committees’ subcom- 
mittees are working nightly whipping the 
omnibus bills into shape. 

Measures for parks and statues will have 
to stand on their individual merits when they 
reach the floor. There will be a separate bill 
for the establishment of the state epileptic 
colony. 

The grand total of all appropriations has 
been cut inside the $35,000000 mark, and 
much more slicing is to be done. 


Move to Release Bills. 

The failure to get committee quorums re- 
suited in the introduction of a report from 
the committee on rules which if adopted 
will permit bills to come out without the 
necessity of a juorum. The amended rule 
proposal was made a special order for Tues- 
day morning. 

The Gorman bill, repealing the state civil 
service law, was advanced to second read- 
ing without objection. It is probable that 
no effort will be made to push the passage 
of other civil service laws, until definite 
indication is had of the temper of the house 
as to the Gorman bill. 

Gov. Dunne departed for a personal in- 
spection trip of the levee and drainage sit- 
vation at Cairo, Mound City, and Shawnee- 
town. Cairo is asking for a state appro- 
priation of $250,000, Mound City of $50,000 
and Shawneetown of $50,000.

Mr. Bryce said he had come to admire not 
only the brilliant gifts of former Secretary 
Root, but his fairness of mind and his gen- 
uine love of peace,“ He added that he felt 
sure Mr. Bryan would show no less earnest 
wish to work for accord and good will, and 
Mr. Bryan, indeed, has given evidence of 
this.“ 

„My mission,“ he said, has been not 
merely to represent my sovereign and govern-

It is in these things that our unity Hes; it 
is from this fountain head that our fraternal 
friendship must continue to flow.

The woman's conference on marriage and 
divorce at First Methodist church yesterday 
went on record for “harder mariage and 
easier divorce.” 

Although a single speaker declared herself 
in favor of the bill drafted. by Judge Kav- 
anagh and now pending at Springfield, half a 
dozen branded the proposed legislation as 
reactionary. The Kavanagh bill requires the 
3 s attorney investigate. every divorce 
suit 

As a measure ot compromise à resolution 
was adopted by which Attorney Antoinette 
Funk and Judge Gemmili were appointed a 
committee of twa. to prepare either an 
amendment to the pending bill or a new one, 


making venereal] A a pet ground for 
divorce. 


Urges End of Marriages. 

The divertisement in the session was fur- 
nished by a Prof. Lamb, who formulated 
his belief that further legislation on marriage 
or divorce was uncalled for, since the allotted 
number of humans for which the earth was 
created had been reached, since woe would 
befall those who kept on marrying, judgment 
day being less than three years off. 
Dr. Anna E . Blount was chairman of the 
meeting. In N opening address she quoted 
from an editorial which appeared in Tue 
TRIBUNE on April 11: “ A good deal more 
heat than light seems to have developed in 
the debate on divorce legislation.“ 5 

She declared herself in accord with the 
article. which opined that the divorce evil 
weighs more heavily upon woman than upon 
man, and that it should be checked at its 
‘gource—the ill advised marriage. 


Tells Origin of Marriage. 

Mrs. Funk gave her version of the origin 
of marriage as an institution. 

In the beginning, when only musclar 
power was available,” she said, it was to the 
interest of the state that there should be an

AGAINST VICIOUS “CURES.” 

Senator Hurburgh’s bill to prohibit the 
advertising of quack remedies, and to make 
both the quack and the publisher subject to 
fine or imprisonment, takes cognizance of 
certain serious offenses against health and 
morals for the first time iu this state. 

The bill provides: 

“Whoever shall advertise in any news- 
paper, publication, magazine, periodical, 
pamphlet, or by circular or form letter, or 
cause to be distributed any advertisement 
in any form whatsoever, to restore manly 
vigor, treat or cure lost manhood, stricture, 
varicocele, hydrocele, diseases of the genito- 
urmary organs, or any venereal disease, or 
to eure cancer or tuberculosis, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished by à fine 
not exceeding $100, or by imprisonment not 
less than one month nor more than six 
months, er both. 3 

“Any owner or managing officer of any 
newspaper, publication, magazine, or period- 
ieal in whose paper shall be printed or pub- 
lished such advertisement as is described in 
this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon copyiction thereof shall be punished 
by a fine not exceeding $100, or by imprison- 
ment not less than one month nor more than 
x months, of both.” 

The species of brigandage which takes 
advantage of the fears or ignorance of people 
whose lives are threatened by cancer or 
tuberculosis and turns their agony to protit 
withont the slightest possibility of doing 
more for them than deluding and robbing 
them has been tolerated entirely too long. 
So. also, has the quackery which advertises 
remedies for venereal diseases. 

These quacks would be deprived of half 
their malignant power ff the advertising col- 
umns of newspapers and periodicals were 
closed to them. 

The evil long has been rémoved from the 


recognition among the owners and editors of 
ite destructive results. But other news- 
papers, especially those whose circulation is 

mainly among the less informed and igno- 
rant, have refused to make the financial sac- 
riuce involved in throwing these advertise- 
ments out of their columns. At this time they 
cannot plead that they have not been fully 
informed of the harm done, but it is evident 

in spite of this knowledge they are willing to 

make money out of the deception of their 
readers and out of ‘the = consequences 
which so often follow... 

But if these will not reform, 
the state a civilized com- 
munity this exploitation er ignorance and 
suffering should not be permitted. Senator 
Hurburgh’s bill doubtless will receive ex- 
peditious and favorable action from the 
assembly, and is, of course, assured of the 
governor's signature. ;

It is his opinion that not 
ever one-twenty-fourth of the | female 
anopheles stand any chance of infecting 
men. Nevertheless, proper planning to con- 
trol malaria includés procedures to prevent 
mosquitoes from biting sick people, and also 
to prevent infected mosquitoes from biting 
well people. 

Infected people must stay behind screens 
during the night hours. The screening must 
be eighteen to twenty meshes to the inch and 
free from holes. Gorgas tells us that au 
ordinary carpenter will not put a geren in 
so that it is mosquito proof. Men have to 
be especially drilled before they will take 
the pains necessary. 

The well may take some risks from leaky 
screens; the malarially infected must be 
kept behind screens that work. 

Fortunately, after gorging, mosquitoes do 
not try as hard to get out as they tried to get 
in. It the screens have leaked the blood 
gorged females can be killed the next morn- 
ing. This is early enough, if the person bit- 
ten be sick and the mosquitoes are the newly 
infected parties. If. the person bitten be 
well and the mosquitoes biting are infected, 
the next morning is not early enough. The 
deed was done, the chapter closed at the 
time ot biting.

H. 8. W. writes: What connection, if 
any, eXists between malaria and liver 
\troubles? While living ima malaria section 
of the south I soon noticed that billousness 
and @ general ailment, characterized by the 
native with the statement My liver. has gone 
back on me,’ were common. The newcomer 
was warned to expect this, and there was no 
need to go to the doctor, for the general treat- 
ment consisted of a few strong doses of calo- 
mel and quinine, followed by an iron tonic. 
It wae the opinion that this trouble was 
caused by malaria, and one doctor told me 
that I had a touch of malaria, when I had. 
a pretty bad attack of what seemed to me to 
be biliousness. The symptoms were a com- 
plete loss of appetite, weakness, and fever, 
but I never liad a chill.” 


REPLY. 

Biliousness is a loosely used term and may mean 
anything. In all probability your doctor was 
right~you had malaria. Chill is not a necessary 
part of malaria; chill means nervous shock, You 
can have a chill from any one of several condi- 
tions not malarial. On the other hand, half the 
malarial attacks are unaccompanied by ehilis. \ 

In the summer time nearly everybody's liver 
swells a ittle. The livers of heavy eaters swell 
appreciably in hot weather. Generally speaking, 
southerners are heavy meat eaters, 

When the liver is swollen any purge Increases 
comfort. Calomel is a purge. A saline answers 
the same purpose. However, to eat lightly is bet- 
ter than calomel.

fore any federal or state court of original 
jurisdiction aud file his first papers, setting 
forth his intention of becoming a citizen. 
After he has been in the country at least 
five years, provided it is not less than two 
or more than seven years after his appli- 
cation, he may come into court and apply 
for his final papers. 

He is then sent to the office of the naturall- 
nation examiners, who question him and his 
two witnesses carefully and if he is found 
deficient send him back to one of the schools 
for further preparation. At the end of 
ninety days if he pass the examination and 
the investigation shows no legal objection, 
the final oath of citizenship is administered 
to him by the court. 

This year: there will probably be more 


| than 100,000 aliens made citizens by nat- 


uralization. But in mauy states it is not 
required that a foreigner become a citizen 
before he votes for president of the United 
States. 

In twelve states, Alabama, Arkansas, 
Colorado, Indiana, Kansas, Missouri, Ne- 
braska, North Dakota, Oregon, South Da- 
kota, Texas, and Wisconsin any alien of 
legal age may vote for president and other 
public officers, provided that he has simply 
filed his firet papers and has lived in the 
state aud in the United States—except ju 
two or three cases—for a single year. 

— 

EBRASKA seems to be the state where 

the iight of suffrage is held cheapest. 
In the state of Bryan any alien man of 
legal age may vote, provided he bas lived 
in the state six months and has, not less 
than thirty days before the election, de 
clared his intention of becoming à citizen, 
In other words, a, subject of the German 
kaiser or of the Russian czar might have 
arrived in Lincoln the first of last May, 
declated his intention of becoming a citizen 
in September and voted for Taft or Wilson 
or Roosevelt om Nov. 5. And, since there 
is nothing binding about a declaration of 
intention, he might remain until his death a 
foreign, subject. 

The present method of e citizens 
after a fairly careful and thorough exam- 
ination and investigation is a great im- 
provement over the old plan, in which ¢@ 
ewarm of aliens were often jammed through 
into citizenship as cattle are ‘loaded into 
boxcars.

OHN MASEFIELD’S latest and longest 
poem, DAFFODIL FIELDS" Mac- 
millan), is as tragic as violent, as sen- 
timental and as unforgettable as an old 
ballad. Indeed, it may be said to be a 

prolongation of the old ballad, telling, as it 
does, in simple, almost primitive language, 
the story of how two men loved one woman, 
of how one man fared over seas, of how he 
forgot his troth, and of how the other lover, 
faithful, quiet, homekeeping, at last won the 
woman to wife—though without her love— 
and of how the wanderer returned, drew the 
woman ‘to him, and then, finally, of how the 
men killed each other in.as brutal a fight as 
ever was written of in the history of litera 
ture.

It the poem reaches as far as greatness, u 
does it by precisely the same methods that 
any tragic ballad does, by offsetting the ter- 
rifle literalism of a common tragic tale with
